the lighthouse. It started at the base of the 
light’s structure and spread so rapidly, owing 
to the inflammable nature of the surround- 
ings, that though a desperate effort was 
made it was impossible to extinguish it. The 
yard was filled with great piles of cedar 
telegraph poles and railroad ties, and the open 
spaces between the piles were strewn over 
with odd bits of lumber and dry chips. When 
the few men at the scene found they could not 
check the blaze they ran for a fire alarm box 

Wente but a few feet from the fire. The 

telegraph post to which the box was attached 

was beginning to burn when the first alarm 
wassent in at 6:33 o’clock. A pile of posts 
caught at that instant and by the time the first 
engine was on the scene there were a half 
dozen similar poles ablaze. The wind was 
high and carried the flames in .a northeasterly 
direction to a point where about thirty cars 
of the Northwestern railroad were on the three 
tracks that run into the yard and separate it 
from that of the Fitz-Simons & Connell com- 
pany. There were no locomotives at hand to 
haul the cars away and they were soon on fire. 

The fire engines that responded to the first 
alarm took station onthe slip that runs in 
from the lake om the north edge of the Fitz- 
Simons-Connell yard. Engine No. 11, how- 
ever, took a position between a car and a pile 
of railroad ties. In a moment and before 
connection could be made the engine was sur- 
rounded with flames and it became necessary 
to cut the horses loose. They were badly 
scorched about the head before this was ac- 
complished. The engine had to be abandoned, 
but a stream of water was kept playing on it 
that saved it from material damage. 

The Flames Spread Rapidly. 

The flames in the meantime had spread so 
rapidly that a second alarm was turned in at 
6 ;39 and another at7 :08, calling out altogether 
seventeen engines and two fire boats. A pile 
of cedar telegraph poles fully thirty feet in 
height and containing 25,000 pieces was situ- 
ated at the extreme north edge of Ayer’s yard. 
At this point a desperate effort was made to 
stay the progress of the fire, but it came on 
with fury and drove the firemen back before 
ite terrific heat. They drenched themselves 
with water and endeavored to hold their own, 
but it was impossible to stand in the face of 
the tempest of fire that rained down upon them. 
The immense pile of lumber caught from a 
brand and in an instant was ablaze through- 
out. Due north of the pile stood the store- 
house, stables, and an unoccupied dwelling- 
house of the Fitz-Simons-Connell company. 
This took fire almost simultaneously with the 


was one grand burst of blaze from 
lighting up the water for miles out i 
lake and then there was nothing left but sino 
ing embers.

The flames seemed to start from a point about 
ten feet above them while below there was a 
mass of glowing timber. 7

the flames seemed to have no effect beyond 
stirring them to higher flights. The streams 
directed at the great pile at the edge of the 
yard turned aside in steam before the heat.

Yards Across the Slip Saved. 
Directly across the slip lay the lumber 
of the Peshtigo and Paepcke companies, 


of the tug Monitor were on hand at the outset 
of the fire and broke into the stable, leading 
the horses to a place of safety. There were 
two schooners in the slip directly in the path 
of the blaze, but tugs were attached and they 
were towed out of the reach of danger. Ves- 
sels entering the river did so without much 
danger, though they were forced to hug the 
south shore pretty closely. 

Marshal Campion stepped on a nail pro- 
truding from a piece of board and forced it 
into his foot, injuring him so badly that he 
was obliged to go home. 

The fire burned itself out finally in an east- 
erly direction and the work of the firemen 
prevented a spread in any other direction. 

The Loss. 

Edward E. Ayer, the owner of the vast 
quantities of lumber, in the midst of which 
the fire originated, is out ofthe city. His 
loss is estimated at about $135,000, upon 
which there is a large insurance. The largest 
pile of poles ‘burned had a known value of 
$40,000, and this in connection with the other 
material destroyed will bring the figures to 
about those stated. 

The Fitz-Simons-McConnell loss will not 
exceed $1,000, the lumber destroyed being 
mostly second-hand stock. There was some 
machinery in the storehouse, but its value 
was not great. The dwelling-house was a 
mere shell and the stable was the same. The 
Northwestern road loses about $12,000. 

The firemen showed the greatest pluck and 
endurance, holding to their posts throughout 
in the face of heat that storched their faces 
and drove back all citizens who attempted to

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FELL THROUGH A SEYLIGHT, 


A Fireman Perhaps Fatally Injured in a 
Fire on West Lake Street. 

Fire in the four-story and basement brick 
building at Nos. 154 to 160 West Lake street 
and Nos. 36 to 40 Union street, owned by J. 
Foster Rhodes of No. 21 Aldine square and 
tenanted by half a dozen different firms, de- 
stroyed about $30,000 worth of property last 
night. The building was damaged to the 
amount of $8,000 and the rest of the loss was 
distributed about as follows: The Chicago 
Agricultural Iron Works, $8,000; Union Va- 
riety Wood-Turning Works, $2,000; Salter & 
Bilek, $2,000; Empire Jelly company, $1,000; 
Palace Laundry, $200; A. F. Schultz, $3,000; 
Sherman, Fangenberg & Co., $6,000. 

It was a difficult fire to handle and four fire- 
men Were injured while at work, one of them 
so seriously that he will lose his life. Richard 
Lynch, the driver of Engine No. 20, was the 
man. He was stringing a lead of hose over 
the roof of Fraser & Chalmers’ blacksmith- 
shop, which adjoined the burning buildings on 
the west, when he stumbled and plunged head- 
long through a sky-light, falling a distance of 
twenty-five feet and striking his head upon 
an anvil. He was senseless when picked up, 
and at midnight was reported by the physi- 
cians at the County Hospital as in a dying 
condition. He isa married man, and lived at 
No. 56 Wesson street.

such money in any way as a malicious false- 
hood. As regards sharing in the profits of this 
business, the assertion is a villainous and 
malicious falsehood, and the man that 
could utter or propagate it has no sense 
of honor or of truth. What I say is no mere 
assertion, it is capable of demonstration, and 
I think I will demonstrate it. I will repeat it 
again—no man possessed of a spark of honor 
could propagate such a villainous lie. As to 
the charge that the police have discriminated 
in favor of certain pool-rooms, I declare that 
they have never shown any discrimination, 
and if they have they deceived the head of the 
Police Department and I am being deceived.

They answered the questions so as to sub- 
stantiate what the Mayor had previously said. 

What Corrigan’s Lawyers Say. 

One of the lawyers for the race-track men, 
commenting on the interview, afterwards said : 
“This ought to be read in the light of some 
interesting facts which can be proven. When 
Ed Corrigan proposed to pool-room 
owners that they should observe the same pol- 
icy in reference to the West Side track that 
they did in reference to the Washington Park 
track, the pool-room men replied: ‘ We will 
not. We have done enough for Cregier in shut- 
ting down during the Washington Park races, 
so that he might keep faith with some of his po- 
litical backers. We do not propose to close down 
for you, even if the Mayor should ask us.’ It 
was then that Corrigan threatened to enforce 
the law against the down-town pool-rooms. 
George Hankins and Mike McDonald then 
threatened that if he attempted any such 
thing they would have the West Side race 
track raided. ‘Wecan turn Hayes lodse on 
you,’ they boasted. They evidently spoke 
with authority. They are putting their threat 
into practice, They control the police force. 
That is clear, Cannot Mayor Cregier see 
that they do? 

„And now as to the mterpretation of the 
law. Here is the provision excepting race 
courses: 

“ Provided, however, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the actual inclosure of fair 
or race track associations that are incorporated 
under the laws of this State during the actual 
time of the meetings of said associations or with- 


sential conditions. The number of proffered 
sites was greater than the committee had ex- 
pected, but several were thought to be want- 
ing in the requirements and they were not 
seriously considered at the meeting. 

The City of Rockford had many friends as a 
point of location, but the citizens of that 
pretty city did not meet the expectations of 
the committee in the matter of encourage- 
ment. Shelbyville made the best offer 
in point of liberality, it being understood that 
one hundred acres would be placed at the dis- 
posal of the home, together with a guaranteed 
subscription of $15,000, And if Shelbyville 
had better railroad facilities, or if possessing 
a more advantageous location in other re- 
spects, it is probable Shelbyville would have 
been selected. Next to Shelbyville in liberal- 
ity was Lincoln, which mede the committee a 
specific offer of fifty acres of valuable land 
near the city and a guaranteed subscription of 
between $12,000 and $15,000. This offer the 
committee finally accepted. 

Those of the Rebekahs having the matter 
directly in interest have thus far succeeded in 
raising something over $20,000, although no 
special efforts have as yet been made to secure 
subscriptions. This amount has resulted 
mostly from the voluntary subscriptions of 
the members of the order throughout the 
State. It isconfidently believed that the com- 
mittee will have a fund exceeding $50,000 at 
its disposal by the time it is ready to com- 
mence the work of erecting the buildings. 

The buildings will be complete in all their 
appointments, and will possess some advan- 
tages as a home for the orphans of the deceas- 
ed Odd-Fellows not possessed by any other 
similar institution in the State. The build-

It is proposed not only to provide a home 
for the orphans, but to educate them. A thor- 
oughly equipped school will conducted in 
connection with the home, under the super- 
vision of a corps of efficient teachers, all of 
whom will be selected from the lady members 
of the order throughout the State. 

The management of the home will be under 
the direction of a board of directors selected 
from the various lodges of the State and the 
funds for its operation and maintenance will 
be raised annually by donations and subscrip- 
tions from the members of the order in the 
State of Illinois, The ladies in this praise- 
worthy undertaking have been ably assisted 
by the male members of the order and will be 
in the future. 

The present committee, after having com- 
pleted all the details growing out of the selec- 
tion of Lincoln as the site of the proposed 
home, will actively push the preliminary work 
of preparing the grounds and erecting the 
buildings. Plans and specifications have been 
presented to the committee for its inspection 
already. The above is one of the designs now 
before the committee, which, with some minor 
alterations, will likely be accepted.

Big Gains in Various Towns—New Hamp- 
shire’s Population. 

Boston, Mass., July 30.—[ Special. ]}—Massa- 
chusetts will make a good showing in the 
census. Despite this, however, 153 towns show 
losses between 1876 and 1885, years in which 
State censuses were taken; 98 appear in 
the new returns as showing a loss to-day as 
compared with the figures given in the 
National census of 1880, while 25 of them show 
again.

AFRAID OF YELLOW FEVER. 


New Orleans Quarantines Against the Port 
of Limon, Costa Rica. 

New Oxuzans, La., July 30.—A secret meet- 
ing of the Board of Health was held last night, 
and it was decided to order an air-tight quar- 
antine against the portof Limon in Costa 
Rica. The action of the board was based on a 
report made by a surgeon sent on an inspec- 
tion tour of the Central American States by 
Surgeon-General John B. Hamilton. The re- 
port says the records of the railway hospital at 
Limon, a town of 1,000 inhabitants, show that 
during the spring uptothe month of May 
there were two deaths from yellow fever. Dr. 
Olliphant, President of the Board of Health, 
says A. K. Brown, the United States Vice- 
Consul at Limon, had all along given clean 
bills of health to vessels leaving that port, 
when he must have known that yellow fever 
existed there. The matter will be laid before 
the authorities at Washington. Ship-owners 
here have directed the vessels 1 fruit 
from Limon to take it to Philadelphia instead 
of this city. This will suspend the fruit trade 
of New Orleans with Costa Rica until next

THEY WILL DEFEND PROHIBITION. 


Englewood and Hyde Park Lay Plans to 
Keep Out Saloons, 

The gentlemen composing the joint com- 
mittee from Hyde Park and Englewood to re- 
sist the establishment of saloons within the 
prohibited districts met at the Athenzum, No. 
50 Dearborn street, yesterday afternoon. The 
joint coinmittee is composed of seven mem- 
bers from Hyde Park and seven from Engle- 
wood, the latter representing the Town of 
Lake. Prof. E. I. Galvin of Hyde Park was 
elected temporary chairman and G. J. Corey 
temporary secretary. Considerable discus- 
sion followed as to whether the legal points 
involved were identically the same in each of 
the annexed sections, and if not, whether it 
would be advisable to make the operations of 
the committee joint or separate.

At this point the Englewood committee

SENECA FALLS DEVASTATED. 


An Area of Nearly Three Acres Burned 
Over—Loss About $700,000. 

Szwzoa Faris, N. I., July 30.—About three 
years ago a fire-trap known as the Pew Build- 
ing was erected on Fall street opposite Hoag’s 
Opera-House. Shortly before 3 o’clock this 
morning a blaze started on the ground floor 
of the structure, in Sutherland & Squire’s res- 
taurant, and a few hours later the business 
portion of the town was in ashes. The Pew 
Building burned like paper, and, as it was ap- 
proachable only from one side, the firemen 
were unable to check the work of destruction. 
The splendid Phoenix Block, containing the 
electric light plant, the post-office, express 
office, the Reveille and Courier offices, Sander- 
son’s furniture warerooms, and the Western 
Union Telegraph office, succumbed to the 
flames, and within four hours fifteen stores 
east of it, to the Sheldon Block, were in ruins. 
The flames sprang across the street to Hoag’s 
Opera-House before an hour had passed, and 
that was consumed, with all of the buildings 
on Fall street on that side east to the Sheldon 
Block, while on the north side the Coéperative 
Block was the limit. On State street the 
flames extended to and burned Kellogg’s liv- 
ery-stable, but all of his stock was saved. Then 
they spread to the Hudson House and black- 
smith-shop, George's barber-shop, Far- 


ness’ store, the Morcott Block, including | j 


Comber’s liquor store, Hall’s cigar factory, 
Hanna’s second-hand store, a Chinese laundry. 
Demson’s spice-shop, and the two rear houses 
next thereto. Ttelephone service was suspend- 
ed. The Western Union company is doing 
business at the railroad station. The Gleason 
& Bailey works were on fire several times, 
but the flames were kept down with but little 
injury. The fire was under control at 9 o’clock 
this morning, but soon broke out anew in Ted- 
man & Gladke’s dry goods store, doing great 
damage. 

An area of nearly three acres was burned 
over, and many of the best business buildings 
in the village were wiped out. Careful esti- 
mates by insurance men and others place the 
loss at between $600,000 and $700,000, with in- 
surance amounting to only $100,000. The 
heaviest individual loss is that of the Thomson 
Houston Electric company, being $100,000, 
with but $10,000 insurance. Among the other 
losses are the following: The Phoenix Block, 
$80,000; Sylvester Pew, $3,000; Johnson 
Block, $16,000; Howe Block, $12,000; Decky 
Block, $10,000; Sheldon Block, $7,000; Hoag 
Hotel, $15,000; Hoag’s Opera-House and 
Block, $40,000; Daniel’s Block, $13,000; Mir- 
ror Block, $4,000; Crowell Block, $4,500; 
McCartin’s Block, $6,500; Miller Block, $2,000. 

During the progress of the fire a member of 
Steamer Company No. 3 was knocked down 
by a refractory hose-pipe and his leg was 
broken.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT ADOPTED. 

The House yesterday passed the resolution 
for the World’s Fair constitutional amend- 
ment which had gone through the Senate 
the day before, and it will be ratified by the 
voters of the State and the city on the first 
Tuesday in November. As alopted, it does 
not differ materially from the one drafted by 
the directors. The alterations are a provision 
requiring that the majority of the people of Chi- 
cago vote for the measure, which was super- 
fluous ; that the State shall never be made to 
assume any of the indebtedness, which was 
equally superfiuous ; that the may run 
thirty years instead of twenty; that the inter- 
est must not exceed 5 per cent; and that the 


| proceeds must be paid over to the Treasurer 


of the Fair to be spent by him as the directors 
deem necessary, thus leaving no chance for 
the Council to get its finger in the pie. The 
Senate sticks at the superfluous second amend- 
ment, and a conference committee will argue 
it out. 

The vote in the House on the passage of the 
resolution was—yeas, 143; nays, 2. One of 
the negative votes was that of a West Side 
member of the name of Walsh. His con- 
stituents will attend to him in due season, 
Thus, thanks to the warm good will of the 
Legislature and the public spirit of the city 
and country members, the machinations of a 
few West Side malcontents have come to 
nothing, and they have been unable to force 
the directors and National Commission to 
adopt a site which they did not think was the 
best one. They tried to stir up a spirit of dis- 
satisfaction among the farmers in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, but the frank statement of the 
directors as to what they intended to put in 
Jackson Park made them the firmest friends 
of the Fair. 

The bill authorizing the use of parks and 
public grounds for Fair purposes has passed the 
Senate with slight alterations, and there is no 
reason to expect that any of its provisions 
will be modified materially by the House, 
though there may be debate over some of, 
them. It is probable that everything will be 
finished substantially by Saturday so that the 
directors will be able to turn their minds to 
questions of buildings and plans. If all those 
with whom they have to deal will do as well 
by them as the Illinois Legislature, will act 
as promptly, and give as ungrudgingly, they 
will have a comparatively easy time of it. 


THE MAYOR AND THE POOL-SELLERS. 

The man Corrigan, who runs the racing at 
the West Side track, has filed a bill to enjoin 
the Mayor and Chief of Police from interfer- 
ing with the pool-selling carried on there. The 
State law makes an exception as to pools sold 
on the track during a race meeting. The bill 
charges that the pool-sellers, authorized by 
law, were arrested while certain pool-rooms 
are open down-town in defiance of law. It 
further alleges 
that said pool-rooms in said City of Chicago are 
so maintained and kept open pursuant to an 


agreement and understanding made between the 
owners and operators of said pool-rooms and the 
said defendants, De Witt C. Cregier, Mayor of 
Chicago; Frederick H. Marsh, Superintendent of 
Police of Chicago; and sundry other persons con- 
nected with said defendants, wherein and where- 
by said pool-sellers in the City of Chicago con- 
tribute a certain percentage of their profits or a 
certain stipulated sum weekly to the said defend- 
afte and said sundry other persons for so-called 
police protection, and that said sum is paid to the 
said defendants. 


It is not for Taz TMnUun to pass on these 
charges. The courts must do that. But Tas 
Tarsune may say that it is the first time 
such accusations ever have been brought 
against a Chief Magistrate of this city, and we 
hope it will be the last. True or false, every 
Chicagoan must blush with shame to think 
such accusations have been preferred formally 
in a court proceeding against the Mayor of 
this city.

The original contract 
made with the gamblers was that their places 
should not be unmolested. Nothing was said of 
pool-selling. ‘Therefore, when the trust de- 
manded protectien for the pool-rooms it be- 
gan opening the Mayor should have refused 
permission, because it was not in the bond. 
But he yielded abjectly. In order to hide his 
surrender he made his law department advise 
him that the law could not be enforced. Then 
when’ rival pool-rooms not in the trust began 
operations the gamblers insisted that the city 
police should close them. There was another 
surrender, and war was begun on them under 
this same law which had been held to be in- 
effectual. So the lawful pool-sellers are sup- 
pressed and the unlawful pool-sellers are pro- 
tected by the police. Nobody would complain 
if both were suppressed, but why tolerate one 
and persecute the other? 

Whatever the outcome of Corrigan’s accusa- 
tions may be, these facts are enough to con- 
demn the administration, which has surren- 
dered unconditionally and is the mere puppet 
and tool of a handful of gamblers. 


THE PRESIDENT’S LOTTERY MESSAGE. 

The appeals of the anti-lottery people in 
Louisiana and North Dakota, of the Post- 
master-General and the Solicitor of his de- 
partment, of almost the entire press of the 
country, and of all the people except lottery 
agents, lobbyists, and their sympgthizers, now 
have been followed by an appeal from the 
President to Congress, urging upon it ite duty 
to close the mails against this swindling insti. 
tution and to take action upon the bill which 
has been formulated to that effect. Inasmuch 
as the Senate and House Committees on Post- 
Offices have had similar bills in their hands 
for eight months and takex no action upon 
them, the President is warranted in urging 
Congress to act and to give the Post-Office De- 
partment authority to close the mails against 
the gamblers. 

The message which the Executive has issued 
confirms all that has been charged against 
these swindling concerns. He takes the broad 
ground that the people of all the States are 
debauched and defrauded by them, and hence 
they are a National evil. The money they offer 
to States for charters has been fleeced out of 
the people of the whole country, and they 
have made the General Government the me- 
dium of intercourse with their victims. He 
further confirms the charges that the National 
Capital has become one of the principal head- 
quarters of the lottery company, that its 
agents are conducting alarger mailing busi- 
ness than that of any other legitimate enter- 
prise, and that these agents have corrupted 
clerks in the postal service and policemen in 
the district. He does not overstate the case 
when be says: It would be practically im- 
„possible for these companies to exist if the 
“public mails were once closed against their 
„advertisements and remittances. The use 
„of the mails by these companies isa prosti- 
“tution of an agency intended only to serve 
“the purposes of legitimate trade and a de- 
“cent social intercourse.”” He might have 
gone even further and said that the General 
Government is an active partner in the lottery 
through its mail service and National banks, 
and has lent its material aid and its authority 
to the organized and thus far legalized rob- 
bery of thousands upon thousands of the work- 
ing classes. 

It now remains to be seen what effect the 
President’s message will have. The vast ma- 
jority of the people of this country will in- 
dorse it and applaud his sentiments. They 
want this partnership between the Louisiana 
Lottery company and the United States Gov- 
ernment dissolved at once, and the way to dis- 
solve itis to drive the gamblers out of the 
mails and express companies. The method is 
provided, and if Congress will act there 
will be an end of the evil, for it cannot exist 
without the help of the National Government. 
If it does not act, its members will have to set- 
tle with their indignant constituents. 


FREE SUGAR NOT NECESSARILY CHEAP 
SUGAR. 

It appears from the Washington dispatches 
that the friends of Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity 
policy are not ready to knuckle under and 
give up the fight because the pig-headed ma- 
jority of the Committee on Ways and Means 
insists that it will stand by the bill as originally 
drawn, which will throw away about sixty mill- 
ions in duties and provide for the payment of 
bounties which will not be less than seven 
millions. How much higher they will go is 
uneertain, as it depends on the success of the 
beet-sugar experiment. 

These men who do not believe in the new 
doctrine of the divine inspiration of Tom 
Reed’s Committee on Ways and Means attack 
the sugar provisions of their bill on two 
grounds. First, if what it says should turn 
out to be true, and the price of sugar be low- 
ered, still the consumers of the country would 
have to pay more taxes than before. The 
sixty millions taken off sugar would have to 
be made good, unless a deficit was desired, by 
taxing something else. All that would be ac- 
complished would be a shifting of taxation. 
But the consumers would have to be taxed not 
only to make good the sixty millions on sugar 
but whatever may be paid for bounties. The 
Louisiana sugar crop is 825,000,000 pounds. 
This, at two cents a pound, means a bounty of 
six and a half millions to begin with. If beet 
sugar is not a failure the sum paid for boun- 
ties will be increased enormously. So sixty 
millions in taxes will be taken off and at the 
outset sixty-six and a half millions stuck on. 
Cheap sugar will mean, therefore, dear every- 
thing else. 

But if Mr. Blaine’s policy is adopted 
these sugar duties will be remitted only as to 
those countries which will admit certain Amer- 
ican products free, especially those of the 
farm. The result will be to open new markets 
to American breadstuffs and provisions. Sur- 
pluses for which there is no market now and 
which drag down the value of the entire prod- 
uct will find a rapid sale. If the farmers raise 
500,000,000 bushels of wheat and can sell only 
450,000,000 they not only have 50,000,000 bush- 
els on their hands but they have sold the 450, 
000,000 for less than they would have done had 
their crop been limited to that quantity. An 
increased demand will give them an increased

sugar it proposes to give also will be cheap 
sugar is denied. It is claimed that if the 
duties are taken off raw sugars the Sugar 
Trust, which for many years has had a won- 
derful-faculty of influencing legislation in 
both halls of Congress, will be the chief bene- 
ficiary, and that the revenue surrendered by 
the Government will go to it in large meéas- 
ure, rather than to the consumer. The course 
of the trust indicates this. Six years ago 
when the reciprocity treaty with Spain, which 
would have given the country raw sugar free, 
was being discussed, the sugar refiners, not 
then organized as they are now, fought it bit- 
terly. At present they take no exception 
to it. They think their interests are 
secured by the Senate amendments mak- 
ing brown sugars dutiable and raising the duty 
on refined sugar from four-tenths of a cent 
a pound to six-tenths. Combined and con- 
federated as they are they feel sure that they 
will retain the whip hand and will be able to 
extort what they please from the consumer. 
The sugar clauses, as they are worded at 
present, suit them perfectly. But whatever 
suits them must be against the interests of 
the consumer. 

So from whatever point of view the matter 
is looked at Congress cannot do a more inex- 
cusable or more vicious thing than to shut its 
ears to the arguments of Mr. Blaine, to turn 
its back on a policy of reciprocity which will 
help all classes and hurt none, and thus to 
persevere in one which will hurt millions and 
benefit only a few grasping millionaires. 


ADMINISTRATION’S CHANGE OF FRONT. 

The Administration, it would seem, has 
modified its orders to the revenue cutter com- 
manders since receiving the British threat of 
June 14, to hold the United States responsible 
for interference with the Canadian poachers in 
Behring Sea. This inference is war- 
ranted by the fact that since the Treasury 
messenger went to Sitka to deliver the new 
orders no Canadian poachers have been 
molested, though they swarm around the seal 
islands destroying the animals. The New 
York Herald’s Washington correspondent 
throws some light upon the situation in the 
following dispatch: 

There is still one serious fact in the Behring Sea 
situation which emphasizes the humiliating posi- 
tion into which our Government has been led. Mr. 
Blaine orally but officially confirmed to the Brit- 
ish Minister the accuracy of the published ac- 
count of the dismantling orders to the Behring 
Sea revenue cutters. That is of record in the 
correspondence sent to Congress. But Mr. Blaine 
never has in any way, nor has any official of our 
Government, ever communicated to the British 
authorities, either orally or in writing, the fact 
that the dismantling orders to the cutters had 
been modified. The British Government does not 
know that it has been done. Every possible pre- 
caution was taken by our Government to prevent 
a second leakago of its state secrets. Even Mr. 
Blaine has been permitted to infer only the char- 
acter of the three sealed packets addressed to the 
commanders of the Bear, Rush, and Oorwin, and 
carried to Puget Sound by First Controller 
Matthews. 

There is good reason to believe that the Sec- 
retary of State was not consulted in this sud- 
den change of front under Lord Salisbury’s 
“bluff.” No treaty is being made that will 
protect the seals from extinction, as the two 
Powers are at a deadlock, Canadian influence 
having broken up the Salisbury proposition of 
1888 to ex-Minister Phelps for a closed five 
and a half months’ season. 

The whole situation now is changed radical- 
ly. It therefore becomes a matter of interest 
to know whether it is the intention of the Ad- 
ministration to call the attention of Congress 
to the deadlock and to ask for power to act in 
the direction of enforcing American rights to 
protect the seals from Canadian destruction, 
under the Russian Czar’s ukase of 1799, which 
was respected by the British Government for 
ninety years, as Secretary Blaine has demon- 
strated, or whether it proposes to let the de- 
struction go on and the industry be ruined be- 
cause of this deadlock. If the Administra- 
tion fails in its duty Congress should lose no 
time in taking such steps as are compatible 
with the country’s rights and honor. It is 
time to call upon England in a firm and vig- 
orous manner for an explanation of its policy, 
and to ascertain whether its purpose is to 
force us into armed defense of our rights. 


DOES ENGLAND MEAN WAR! 

We print elsewhere the full text of Secretary 
Blaine’s principal argument as to the rights 
of the United Statesin Behring Sea, which 
was given only in an abridged and inadequate 
form when the correspondence with the 
British Minister was published first. As a 
masterpiece of diplomatic ability and as an 
exhaustite statement of our rights and an 
equally overwhelming confutation of Lord 
Salisbury’s claim, it not only deserves pub- 
lication but the careful consideration of our 
readers. From every point of view it is a 
serious and significant statement which boldly 
challenges the English position and invites 
American firmness in a declaration of rights. 

The keynote of this argument is Mr. 
Blaine’s assertion that the United States 
“will not withhold from any nation the 
% privileges which it demanded for itself when 
„% Alaska was part of the Russian Empire, nor 
“is the Government of the United States 
“disposed to exercise any less power or 
“authority than it was willing to con- 
“cede to the Imperial Government of 
“Russia when its sovereignty extended 
“over the territory in question.” It 
was in answer to this vigorous statement 
that Lord Salisbury contended Secretary 
Adams seventy years ago protested against 
Russia’s jurisdiction over Behring Sea. The 
reply of Mr. Blaine is now familiar to our 
readers. He not only convicts Lord Salisbury 
of misquoting and distorting Mr. Adams’ con- 
tention, but shows beyond all question that 
Mr. Adams took no such position as Lord 
Salisbury affirms, his contention 
against the proposed extension of Russian 
authority farther south on the American 
coast to the Bist degree of north latitude. By 
treaty with Russia in 1824 and again by treaty 
between Russia and Great Britain in 1825 
Russia acknowledged 54:40 as the dividing 
line. In Russia’s subsequent treaties with 
Great Britain Behring Sea was claimed and 
admitted to be a mare clausum and was left 
undisturbed under Russian sovereignty until 
1867, when Alaska was purchased. Never 
once during that period did Great Britain as- 
sert its rights to catch fur seal in that sea. 
Never once from 1867 to 1886 was that right 
asserted, as against the United States. 
It was not until the latter year that 
at Canada’s dictation Great Britain 
claimed the right of Canadian ves- 
sels todo what they had not been allowed 
to do for ninety years. Well may Mr. Blaine 
ask: Upon what grounds did her Majesty's 
“Government defend in the year 1886 2 
“ course of conduct in the Behring Sea which 
“had been avoided carefully ever since the 
discovery of that sea? By what reasoning did 
“her Majesty’s Government conclude that 
“an act may be committed with impunity 
“against the rights of the United States which

England and a categorical reply should be de- 
manded, If England is trying to pick a quar- 
rel with this country and force a war on us in 
ing to hold us responsible for inter- 
ference with the seal thieves, and it looks very 
much like it, then Congress should not delay 
in taking such decisive action as the rights 
and honor of the country demand. The peo- 
ple have been long-suffering in this business 
but are growing impatient of England’s 
double-dealing, for unless Lord Salisbury has 
been misled most grossly as to our position 
he has acted in an unfriendly manner. Even 
now this Government has yielded so far as to 
reverse the policy of the President’s proclama- 
tion and Behring Sea swarms with Canadian 
poachers killing seals by tens of thousands, 
with no danger of American interference. 
But there must be an end to this. It is time 
for the English people and their Government 
to understand that while the American people 
do not want to go to war, they will not be 
pressed much further, and that if it becomes 
necessary they will assert their rights so that 
they will be understood,

Mr. Hopkins will introduce a resolution as soon 
practicable setting apart a time for consider- 
ation of the lottery bill in the House, and it 
is expected that the Committee on Rules will 
make a favorable report’ on the resolution 
when the appropriation bills and other priv- 
ileged matters are out of the way. In cannot

WASHINGTON, D. O.. July 80.— [Special. —

The seventh article is practically a repetition of 
the fourth article inthe treaty between Russia
